guilty of m any other acts of m alfeaseenee in 
office, contrary to the dignity of the people. 
W iili th is before them th e com m it;ce find the 
following state of facts : T hat there has been a 
cook em ployed—a C hinam an—paid by the State 
for over five years, up to August, ]&*». 
Since 
th at tim o this cook has been paid by M r.W ilkin- 
son, Superintendent o f the asylum . This C hina­ 
m an, how ever, receives his hoard, in conjunc­ 
tion w ith .Mr. W ilkinson and his fam ily, from 
th e State, and lives in a cottage ap art from th e 
asylum , occupied hv iMr. W ilkin sou. Mr. W ilkin­ 
son 
pays th is C hinam an 
out of 
his own 
funds; also, th at it was alm ost im possible to 
get w hite help to stay at the Asylum, because 
th ere were no places ot am usem ent or churches 
for them to a ite r d. «ml M the C hinam an w as 
not em ployed, the S uperintendent's w ife would 
huve to do the w ork, for w hich she was mmole. 
The C hinam an 1ms received his pay from the 
Stati* from Ju ly 7th to August 1st—less than a 
m outh, and no longer, because th e < >ntn»ller 
would not draw his w arrant lor it. ?'r- Lord 
never em ployed th is C hinam an, o r any other, 
and if there is anything wrong, tlnue are five 
Directors equally culpable ; and he claim s never 
to have unfavorably entertained suggestions of 
em ploying 
Chinese, mil under th e circum ­ 
stances he consented to the necessity, ami 
at th e request of th e S uperintendent 
let 
him rem ain. 
He says it is not w ithout w ar­ 
ran t of 
law. and refers to th e decisions 
of Judges Sawyer and Hoffman, in the case of 
Parrott, Judge Field in the case of the cue ordi- 
m ince. Judge Saw yer in the fish m atter, and the 
recent decision o f the U nited States Suprem e 
Court in the laundry cases of th e city of;

ELECTION REFORMS PROPOSED. 
Senator Dray's hill (No. 2) will well re- 
nay examination. It pro|«>ses that elec­ 
tion precincts shall not include more than 
350 voters. Assemblyman Brierly’s bill 
(No. 88) proposes that the maxiimiif shall 
he 300. The Senate hill requires the polls 
to remain o(>en until C P. M. instead of 
sunset. In San Francisco the law requires 
the voting privilege to be open until 6:30. 
We cannot understand why it should he 
cut short for other parts of the State. It 
provides also that tickets shall be neither 
delivered nor received by any one within 
100 feet of the |>olling place. As the law 
stands it may l>e handed to an inspector or 
judge within that distance. But the new 
bill proposes that no one but the voter 
shall handle his ballot, and thus the act of 
casting he made literal. Hence, Section 
Í225 is to be amended to require exhibi­ 
tion of the ballot to the inspector or j udge, 
but the voter (Sections 1226 and 1227), 
after his name and residence have been 
audibly announced and the registry found 
to be correct, is to he allowed to deposit 
the ballot without the dexterous interven­ 
tion of any one. Another proposition is 
that all scratching must he done in writing 
ink, and thus delil>eration is conserved and 
the “ fingernail-concealed-plumbago act” 
becomes a lost art, and the liability of the 
defeat of the voter’s will greatly lessened. 
All these are good provisions. They will 
lead to purity of the ballot-box, to de­ 
feat the change-of-ticket-game, known to 
have been practiced by insjieclors and j udges 
in handling ballots; to put an end to the 
“ pencil fraud” in scratching; to impress 
the voter more deeply with the value of 
his ballot; to hasten announcement of re­ 
sults; expedite the casting of ballots, and 
prevent miscounting and errors, now so 
largely due to the burning of the midnight 
oil in polling places. Another im(>ortaiit 
amendment of the hill is that of Section 
135b of the Political Code, relating to 
primary elections. Under the former pro- 
vi-ion ;is to precincts no more than 350 
voters must be included in a precinct. The 
amendment requires that the call forja 
primary must recite in addition to the 
things now required, the fact that if the 
primary is for a convention the appor­ 
tionment and representation is to be by 
precincts, or by clubs, each composed of 
not less than 20 nor more than 250 mem­ 
bers. Of course this is intended to crip­ 
ple the vicious schemes of the bosses, and 
render their control of ward and district 
delegations less easy, and is therefore to be 
commended. This cutting down of pre­ 
cincts to 300 or 350 of voting strength 
will give the honest voter something like 
an opportunity to make himself heard, 
it is always wise policy to divide the 
enemy’s strength. Take it in Sacramento 
t .iy, with its 5,000 votes and three Sujkw- 
v! a- districts, and we have 1,666 (plus) of 
voters to a district. In primary elections 
a mere handful of strikers, wirepullers and 
boss automata can dictate party policv 
in 
each 
of 
these districts.

number, 
arc made the base of primary activity, and 
s'. !1 ivc have 1,250 votes to each group. At 
times the bosses have been so merciful as 
to (ic mit six divisions, the Third and 
Fourth Wards dividing into two precincts, 
ami yet we have groups in excess of 83:! 
v ters each, bodies so large lliat the “boys” 
find no difficulty whatever in making dis­ 
trict unwieldiness the weaponry with 
which to control them. But we have in 
Sacramento occasionally as many as eleven 
voting precincts, as in November last, lmt 
never eleven for any other purposes than 
v ting. The average voting strength of 
ca ii is thus made over 4*il. But averages 
; e of no value in such eases, since 
: me precincts cast 400, 500 and over 600 
vet -s, requiring, with long tickets, two 
days and nights for completion of the 
count, and at times thrceadays. But if our 
4,800 voters can lie sultdiviJed into groiqts 
of 350 as the maximum and 175 as the 
minimum, we shall have probably twenty 
precincts, averaging 250 voters in each. 
W ith such groups as distinct political 
units, the boss orces most he divided into 
twenty dcta.hments, and very evenly dis­ 
tributed as to residence in order to domi­ 
nate primaries. The result will be that 
in each group of 250 voters there will de­ 
velop new political interest and a hereto­ 
fore unknown independence. Citizens will 
find in the new order of things the op(>or- 
tunitv to make them.solvc» heard and felt 
in elections, and the excuse for neglect of 
political duty so oommon now, “ It’s uo use 
for me to attend; the bovs will have the 
control of the primary,” will have vastly 
less of force and reason. 


THE NEW SENATOR. 
The Legislature yesterday elected Hou. 
George Hearst to be United Slates Senator 
for six years from the 4th of March next. 
In making this selection the majority ot 
the Legislative Convention has reflected 
the voice of the majority of the people as 
expressed at the polls last fall. We were 
the political opponent of Mr. Hearst and 
his (Kirty, and would have been gratified 
by the triumph of the Republican party, 
snd the selection of one of its members for 
the Senatorship. But Mr. Hearst having 
been chosen under constitutional methods, 
confidence will 1* reposed in him for faith­ 


fulness and devotion to the interests of th 
State and the nation iu the discharge of 
the lofty trust, which imposes upon him 
such weighty responsibility. The Senato­ 
rial office is one than which no other less 
than that of the Chief Executive of the 
nation is more dignified, or calls for broader 
patriotic or more conservative conduct. 
The citizen who is thoroughly imbued 
with the American sentiment, and enter­ 
tains for free government the profound de­ 
votion that should characterize the patriot, 
can aspire to no distinction in civil life 
that is freighted with greater opportuni­ 
ties to conserve the welfare of the people 
and strengthen the institutions of free gov­ 
ernment. Induction into snch an office, 
instead of removing a man from the (>eo- 
ple, brings him into closer relationship 
with them, renders him more conservative, 
largely withdraws him from mere parti­ 
sanship, and makes him more than jealous 
of the rights of his fellow-eitizens, and the 
integrity of the lawsthat hedge them about.

FORESTRY PROPOSITIONS. 
The proposition of Senate bill 42 is to 
give the memliers and officers of the State 
Board of Forestry the (wiwer to make 
arrests for violation of all laws applying to 
forests. It is also pro(>osed to set aside 
$30,000 for two years’ use of the Board to 
meet its expenses and enable it to carry on 
its work. So far as the first projmsition is 
concerned, it is a good one. As to the 
second, it may be too much or not enough. 
Whatever is needed to carry out the 
schemes of forest preservation, and to en­ 
courage arlioriculture, should lie granted 
now. If denudation of our wooded slopes 
continues for only a few years, at the pres­ 
ent rate of destruction, we will before long 
bitterly regret any niggardly economy in 
these matters. It ought to lie compara­ 
tive easy to ascertain just what the Board 
will need to carry on its work. Of one 
thing we are convinced, there is need for 
broad and clear and stringent laws for the 
protection of forests, and for capable, ener­ 
getic, well (>aid and fearless foresters. 
The Board of Forestry, as now constituted, 
is an advisory and statistical body in the 
main, with power “ to disseminate informa­ 
tion in such a manner as to aid and en­ 
courage the purjxwes of" the Board; to 
assist in enforcing State forestry laws as 
far as practicable,” etc. The Board should 
have greater (lowers, more definite duties, 
and be hacked hv unequivocal laws, that it 
may not only he felt but feared. Beyond 
a penal provision for setting fire to forests 
we have no forestry law worth Hie men­ 
tion. We will profit by examinatioif of 
the statutes of Colorado, where foresters 
have charge of all wooded lands to prevent 
fires, trespass, unlawful cutting of trees, 
destruction of young growth by stock, etc. 
We would do well, too, to look into the 
laws of Connecticut, Iowa, Illinois, New 
York, Massachusetts, Kansas, Maine and 
Wisconsin on the subject of arboriculture. 
In these States are laws for exemption 
from certain taxes for tree-planting and 
caring for and cultivation of groves; 
liounties for every acre of forest trees re­ 
stored ; penalties for kindling fires in 
forests; for girdling trees, etc., and pre­ 
miums for lining highways with trees, etc. 
In fact, we have everything to learn about 
and much to do in this State, concerning 
forestry, in order to shield a not distant 
generation from great ills. 
LEGISLATION FOR THEB0MBTHR0WER. 
The San Francisco Chamber of Corn- 
mere has “ whereased ” that the time lias 
come when the dynamite policy in that 
city must be put an end to. This is well 
enough, hut why lias the Chamber been a 
month or more in rising to the necessity of 
“sitting down” ii(H>n dynamite infamy? 
However, it has determined that at ||fet 
“ the time ” has come when lawlessness 
masking in the guise of honest lalior is no 
longer tolerable. It therefore resolves: 
That we earnestly recommend to the Legis­ 
lature now in session, the passage of such 
amendments to the Penal Code as will attach 
the penalty of death to every attempt to des'roy 
life nr property whereby life may be endan­ 
gered, by the use ol dynamite cr other explo­ 
sive, thus making an attempt to destroy or en­ 
danger life, whether successful or not, as grave 
au offense as murder. 
And this is the outcome ! An appeal to 
the Legislature to legislate. Does the 
Chamber honestly think that such legisla­ 
tion will have the slightest effect? Has it 
never heard of the folly of uncertain se­ 
vere laws, and the wisdom of certain laws 
though not severe? Does it not_ know 
that the thing needed in San Francisco is 
a modicum of enforcement of present laws, 
and a fair amount of energy and detective 
ability? Still, let the law be passed, if the 
Legislature is so minded; none will object. 
It will amount to little, however, for pres­ 
ent need, since whoever throws the bomb 
perfectly well knows that all the chances 
are he will thereby destroy life, and render 
himself liable to introduction to the wi­ 
dow gibbet. Yet attach, if you will, the 
(icnalty of death to the act of throwing or 
placing the bomb. Nay, more, attach a 
penalty next door to death to every 
preacher of the dynamite doctrine ; for the 
distinction between the man who encour­ 
ages the sentiment, and lie who gives it 
effectiveness, is too fine to lie worthy the 
contemplation of the law. 
Seriously, 
neither resolutions nor legislation will 
check lawlessness in San Francisco. Both 
have lieen tried in Russia, Germany, 
France and England. Yet it isa fact, that 
just in pro(Kirtion as the severity of the 
penalty has lieen intensified for dynamite 
bomb-throwing, the practice has increased. 
The bomh-tlirower snaps bis fingers at 
legislative thunders, hut lie has wholesome 
fear of a police club, a bayoneted rifle in 
the hands of the citizen soldier, and above 
all, for an indignantjeonnnunity bent upon 
its swn defense. 


T h e bill introduced by Mr. Atherton in 
the Assembly, in relation to fish interests, 
amends Section 636 of the Penal Code in 
so far only as it refers to the award of fines 
collected, to informers and to county treas­ 
uries, and so far as it specifies what must 
be alleged in the complaint and proved on 
the trial, so as to avoid the weak point 
believed to exist in the present law pro­ 
hibiting illegal fishing. It is a good bill, 
and should pass. The food-fish supply of 
the State is not now sufficiently protected, 
and, by reason of the lameness of the law, 
the efforts of the Commissioners to protect 
the lisli of our waters from the threat of 
extinction are much impeded.

IM PORTANT TRANSACTION. 
Sale of the O regon anil C alifornia R ail­ 
road to the Southern Pacific. 
New York, January l!)th.—Negotiations 
for the sale of the properties of the Oregon 
and California Railroad Company to C. P. 
Huntington and others, which' had been 
pending for nearly a year, have at last been 
brought to an end by the conclusion of a 
definite contract between an agent of the 
London committee of bondholders and Mr. 
Huntington, acting for the Southern Pa 
cific Company. This will result, within 
eighteen months, in the completion of the 
Oregon and California road to a junction 
with the Central Pacific system at the Cali­ 
fornia boundary, thus opening the only 
through railroad line between San Fraucis- 
co and Portland, Oregon, that will proba­ 
bly ever be built. It will become at once a 
great passenger route, and will absorb no 
doubt a large proportion of the travel be­ 
tween California and Washington Terri­ 
tory, British Columbia and Alaska, that 
now goes by water. The advent of the 
Huntington interest in Oregon will be 
likely to have a great influence upon the 
future development of the Pacific North­ 
west. 
A TTEM PT AT BLACKM AIL. 
D ocum entary Evidence T hereof A gainst 
a R ailroad R eform er. 
N ew Y ork, January lifth.—The follow­ 
ing extracts from a letter sent, December 
3d, by Theophilus French, formerly Gov­ 
ernment Accountant, to C. P. Huntington, 
will throw some light on French's charges 
against the Pacific Railroads, columns of 
which are being printed by a morning 
paper here: 
I am preparing and have outlined at>out a 
dozen topics for discussion as to the past, pres­ 
ent and future of the Pacific Railroads, and pro­ 
pose to fortify and illustrate them with facts and 
doeumeuts from private memoranda known blit 
by few persons, if any, besides myself. Whether 
the Herald or World is to have these letters, or 
neither, I have not yet decided. If I can get 
something for my letters it will probably pay 
me better than anything else I can do just now, 
but 1 much dislike being put in a position an­ 
tagonistic to the interests of the companies. 
Again, if I once begin with such work, it will be 
hard to stop, or to tell where it may end. If the 
companies have no use for me, I would like to 
know it. An answer by Tuesday morning will 
greatly oblige. I do not warn to hinder, but to 
help the companies, unless my necessity so com­ 
pels me.

AN AW FUL CATASTROPHE. 
Particulars of the Terrible Theater Panic 
In England. 
London, January 19th.—The scenes at 
the panic last night were heart-rending. 
Among those striving to get out of the build­ 
ing the conflict was indescribable, ruthless 
and brutal, although of course not willful, 
it being a supreme case of everyone for 
himself. It is stated that a number of in­ 
fants carried in their mothers’ arms and 
who clung to them through the panic, were 
also crushed or smothered to death, and 
that a number of others were fatally in­ 
jured. The scene during the attempt to re­ 
turn was painful in the extreme. The be­ 
reaved remained at the doorways all night 
waiting to have their dead restored to them, 
and the lamentations of the women were 
heart-breaking. The police have been giv­ 
ing a number of contradictory stories about 
the cause of the panic. One statement is 
that thieves started the cry of fire for the 
purpose of getting an opportunity to de­ 
spoil many rich Jewesses in the hall of the 
costly jewels they bore on their persons. 
THE scene to-day. 
The hall to-day resembled a disordered 
auction-room. Broken furniture, crushed 
toys, children’s hats, broken bottles, orange 
peel, actors' wigs and shreds of cloths lie 
scattered over the tloor. Many blood spots 
are on the backs of chairs and the floor. 
Every here and there ghastly knots of hair 
c l i ....................................... 
~ 
are clinging to the furniture. Several es­ 
capes were made through the windows, 
most of which are badly smashed. 
Several bodies were found at the bottom 
of the stone stairs leading to the 
gallery. 
Here is where 
the 
ter­ 
rible struggle took place between the 
front of the crowd rushing from the main 
floor and the leaders of the throng which 
rushed down the gallery stairs. The dead 
lay mostly in two opposing rows, the feet 
ot each row close to those of the other, one 
row of heads lying toward the gallery stair­ 
way and the "other towards the opposite 
side of the hall. The faces of the dead 
were distorted with agonized expressions, 
and the clotjres completely tom from the 
bodies of some. 
A little girl, since identified as* Eva 
Marks, was found lying at the bottom of the 
pile of dead. Her lower limbs were bare, 
and the upper part of her dress torn to 
shreds, showing that she fought hard for 
her life. Isaac Levy, a venerable Hebrew 
with white floating beard and hair, was 
found among the dead. He and his wife 
were regular attendants at the per­ 
formance. They always sat near the 
door, and it is thought, from the posi­ 
tion in which his body was found, 
that Levy, instead of fleeing alone 
when the panic started, remained to help 
protect his wife. So the old man was 
brushed down by the rushing crowd and 
stamped to death. His wife's body lay op­ 
posite, a woman in the prime of life, who 
wore brightly-colored clothes and quanti­ 
ties of jewelry. Beside her lay her little 
boy, whose knickerbockers and stockings 
were tom into shreds. 
HOW THE PANIC STARTED. 
A man named Harris Goldberg says he 
went to the gallery of the hall, accompanied 
by his wife and family. They all sat to­ 
gether. The play was a melodrama called 
' ‘ 
' >h Gypsy ‘ " 
‘ 
’ 
• The Spanish Gypsy Girl.” During the 
performance some boys, in order to ob­ 
tain a better view of the stage, climbed 
up an exposed gaspipe fixed along the 
wall. This was strained aud started a leak. 
Goldberg placed a handkerchief over the 
leak. Some one shouted, “ Turn off the 
meter!” This shout was raised simultane­ 
ously with a cry of alarm from one of the 
actors on the stage. Then the people in 
the gallery rose and rushed headlong down 
the stairs. Goldberg's wife was torn away 
from him ami trampled to death. His 6- 
year-old son jumped upon the heads of the 
packed mass and escaped. 
Prussia am i tlie V atican. 
R ome, January 19th.—The 1’ope has 
written a letter to Emperor William, 
thanking him for the references, in his 
speech at the opening of the Landstag, to 
the increasing friendliness of the relations 
between Prussia and the Vatican. The 
Pope promises to co-operate with the Em­ 
peror in bringing the negotiations between 
Prussia and the Vatican to a. successful 
termination.

B erlin, January 19th.—The upper house 
of the Prussian Diet has unanimously ac­ 
cepted and adopted an address to Emperor 
William, expressing tlie willingness of the 
Prussian people to vote the means neces­ 
sary for defending the German Empire. 
‘Tw elve I.iveI Lost. 
L ondon, January i'J'.h.—The bark Cater- 
ina, from Cardiff for Aspinwall, has found­ 
ered in Bristol Channel. Twelve persons 
were drowned.

In the Police Court yesterday the case of 
John J. Krouse, familiarly known as 
“Johnny Jacobs,” charged with an assault 
to murder Rudolph Krueger, whom he cut 
with a pocket-knife during a difficulty be- 
tweei*tbeiu at the Bakers’ Home Saloon 
last Sunday night, was taken up. On mo­ 
tion of the City Attorney, the charge was 
reduced to battery, as the evidence would 
not warrant anything greater, and to it he 
pleaded guilty and was fined $10 
John 
Higgins, arrested for having been drunk, 
was discharged, he being a stranger in 
town, who, meeting some friends, became 
so convivial that a policeman interfered 
Jim Hodson, charged with vagrancy, 
oleaded not guilty, demanded a jury trial, 
and the case was continued until the 25th. 
Hodson was arrested with a dozen others 
when the poiice made a raid upon a certain 
saloon a lew days ago, and took into cus­ 
tody all whom they supposed to be sus­ 
picious characters. 
Subsequently they 
were released from custody on promising 
to leave town, but Hodson, who claims to 
be a man who will work whenever he can 
get it, and can bring witnesses to prove 
that such is the case, refused to leave. 
Officer McCormack put a charge of va­ 
grancy against him, and it is upon it that 
he wishes a jury of his peers to pass. 
His Sufferings Ended* 
It. C. Montgomery, of whose dangerous 
illness mention was made in the Rkcorp- 
Ukion yesterday and previously, died at 
the Capital Hotel yesterday at 5 A. M. He 
was a native of Armstrong county, Pa- 
aged (15 years, and came to California, cross­ 
ing the plains, during the early days of the 
gold excitement. Shortly ufter his arrival 
in Sacramento he learned that money could 
he made by purchasing horses in the East 
and driving them across the plains to Cali­ 
fornia. He accordingly returned to his old 
2fe.me, bought a large band of horses and 
mules, and started for the Pacific coast. In 
the early days he made seveial such trips 
across the continent. During bis lifetime 
lie frequently related many narrow escapes 
from being captured by the Indians. On 
one of his trips a band of redskins took 
him by surprise and captured his entire 
stock, with the exception of eleven head. 
Being a man of great daring and courage, 
he rallied his assistants and charged the 
Indians, killed two or three of them and 
recaptured some of his stock. Mr. Mont­ 
gomery’s brothers and sisters are residing 
in Armstrong county, I’a., one of his broth­ 
ers.

COUPLET. 
One of the Places a Sacramentan Did 
Not Visit. 
John Batcher, a well-known Sacra­ 
mentan, and his wife returned not 
long since from a trip to Europe, 
where they spent considerable time 
visiting points of interest in Germany 
and France. 
“ John,” although of the 
German persuasion, found much to astonish 
him in the faderland, but, being of a prac­ 
tical nature, it especially struck him that 
there was a great scarcity of double beds in 
that country, and a happy faculty of item­ 
izing—that is, “ happy ” for the landlord. 
For instance, at one place he was charged 
$1 50 per night for his bedroom, and in 
addition the bill presented included such 
items as 5 ceDts for light, 5 cents for soap, 
etc. The bed was, as usual, a single one, 
with a featUfer mattress, and a smaller one 
for covering. The Sacramentan is good- 
natured.

has 
acquired a comfortable rotundity of 
person. When he got into bed he 
found that the top 
mattress 
had 
not been constructed with a margin to tuck 
in, and in consequence, be bad to lie awake 
all night to keep the “ cover” balanced 
correctly. In Paris he was more at home 
than most strangers would be, as he had 
friends there, but nevertheless he found it 
decidedly inconvenient now and again to 
be without an interpreter. On one occa­ 
sion he bad been told by friends of a very 
interesting place to visit, ana was given 
such careful directions that be felt sure he 
and bis wife might safely venture on the 
trip without a guide. His instructions 
were to the effect that the cars would take 
him the greater portion of the way. and 
omnibuses the remainder. Before lie got 
to the railroad terminus lie had seen so 
much that was novel and interesting that 
both he and his wife had forgotten the 
name of the place they were bound for, 
but they concluded they would “ fol­ 
low the crowd ” if the name did not 
occur to them in time. Accordingly, when 
they left the cars they began looking 
around, but saw no one who seemed able 
to speak English or German. “ John” did 
notice, however, a number of omnibuses 
leaviug for some destination, full of jolly 
passengers, and labeled with a placard upon 
which was the word “ Complet.” Finally 
it seemed to him that the whole crowd was 
going to Complet. and he told his wife they 
had better go there too, as evidently it was 
the boss attraction. Accordingly he called 
to the driver of one of the omnibuses, but 
no attention was paid to him. Another 
came along and he tried to stop it, but, 
though it was not so full but that it could 
easily accommodate two more passengers, 
it passed him without even hesitating. 
John got mad, suspecting that the French­ 
men were imposing upon him because he 
was a ” foreigner," but nevertheless, deter­ 
mined that the next driver should not 
have the excuse that he did not understand 
what was wanted, he ran out into the street 
and not only hailed him but went through 
a pantomime, which must have been very 
funny, but still the driver only cracked his 
whip and kept on. There were several 
other omnibuses and other passenger vebi- 
cles there, but he had his mind rfiade up to 
go to Complet and nowhere else, princi­ 
pally because ol its being so difficult to get 
there, and, seeing no more “ Complet” 
signs, he and his wife took the next train 
for the portion of the city in which they 
were residing. Being questioned as to 
where they had been and the enjoyment 
experienced, John explained that they liad 
lost track of their original destination alto­ 
gether, and then wanted to go to Complet, 
where everybody else was going, but tbe 
blankety blanked frog-eating drivers had 
neither sense nor politeness, refusing peo­ 
ple who were willing to pay a good fare, 
and one of them a lady. His friend did 
not seem to understand where “ Complet ” 
was, and John explained that all he knew 
about it was from the signs he saw ou the 
omnibuses. And then his friend laughed 
until he was sore, after which he enlight­ 
ened the Sacramento traveler. “ In this 
country,” said he, “ omnibuses are only al­ 
lowed to carry as many people as they can 
seat, inside and out. When all the seats 
are filled, a card signifying that the vehi­ 
cle is ‘ complete,’ or full, is posted, and no 
one is allowed to get in afterwards.”

Thirteen carloads of steel rails passed 
through from the south yesterday, en route 
to the “ front ” of the California and Ore­ 
gon Railroad. 
This evening at 8 o’clock, at Pioneer 
Hall, there will be a meeting of English­ 
men, their sons and grandsons, to organize 
a Lodge of Sons of St. George. 
Deputy Sheriff Comey, of Los Angeles, 
brought up last evening, en route to the 
State Prison at Folsom, John Bell, who is 
to serve one year for burglary. 
The steamer Neponset has arrived from 
the upper Sacramento with produce, and 
the San Joaquin, No. 4, from San Fran­ 
cisco with merchandise and lumber. 
Rev. Dr. McDonald, of Boston, will 
preach at the Sixth-street M. E. Church 
this evening, and also to-morrow and Sun­ 
day evenings. A general invitation to at­ 
tend has been extended the public. 
Owing to a slide between Sothern's and 
Castle Rock, on the upper end of the Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon Railroad, the passen­ 
ger train from Edgewood was about three 
hours behind time in its arrival here yester­ 
day afternoon. * 
The State Board of Examiners held a 
lengthy session yesterday, and mapped out 
a series of reforms. Many claims against 
the 6tate heretofore allowed will be rejected 
in the future. The extravagant claims of 
Sheriffs for the transportation of insane 
persons and criminals will be greatly re­ 
duced. 
About 4:15 r. M. yesterday there was a 
light shower of rain while the sun was 
shining, causing a very beautiful rainbow 
to appear in the northeastern sky. It was 
so perfect and the colors so bright that peo­ 
ple on the street, no matter how busv, 
stopped to admire it and express their ad­ 
miration. 
It. H. Jones, a young mar. from the 
country, complained to the police last even­ 
ing that he had visited the house of Lily 
Wilson, on Second street, between K and 
J,, and while there was robbed of $00. 
Officers Coffey and Sullivan arrested her 
on a charge of grand larceny, but the 
money was not recovered. The woman is 
said to have been arrested on a similar 
charge heretofore. 
Yesterday, about 130 p. M., two men who 
were out for a row in a skiff came to grief 
in the Sacramento opposite the Pioceer 
Mill. They had arrived at the conclusion 
that they could propel the craft better if 
they changed seats, and while they were 
doing so the boat upset. The men quickly 
climbed upon her as she floated bottom up­ 
wards, and Charles Thiele and William 
Harms put out from Washington in a boat 
and rescued them. Fortunately they lost 
nothing by the upset, their coats, hats,oars, 
etc., being saved, even to a bottle and a 
paper of cigars which one of the coats con­ 
tained. 
Last evening local officers Cafferty and 
Strader were informed that two men had 
been seen taking a drunken man down 
Front street, and it was snrmised that rob­ 
bery was intended. The officers went in 
search of the parties and found the ‘* sub­ 
ject ” lying in the mud of the gutter on 
Front street, between O and P. but the 
men that had been seen with him had dis­ 
appeared. The inebriate, who gave the 
name of P. J. Fitzpatrick, said they took 
his coat and overcoat off, robbed him of a 
small amount of money, and, throwing 
him into the ditch, told him to stay there 
until they came back.

SAN FRANCISCO AND VICINITY. 
Five new rases of diphtheria were re­ 
ported at the Health Office yesterday. 
The men on the Nonantumand Ivanhoe, 
coasting vessels, struck yesterday for an in­ 
crease of pay from $25 to $30 per month. 
The demand was conceded, aDd will be 
made on other ships. 
The Supreme Court bos affirmed the 
judgment and order of the Court below in 
the case of John Rogers, convicted of mur­ 
der in the first degree and sentenced to life 
imprisonmeut for killing John H. Kimball, 
in Eureka, Humboldt county, on May 28th 
last. 
The circuit of the Mackay-Bennett Cable 
Company, between San Francisco and Red 
Bluff, was tested Tuesday afternoon, and 
worked to perfection. Messages were sent 
over the line without any hinderance. Sev­ 
eral more connections with interior towns 
will be completed in a few days. 
Arrangements are being made by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company for 
two through trains daily between Oakland 
and Los Angeles. The regular Southern 
overland will probably run on the regular 
time, and tbe Tulare train will run through 
to Los Angeles, connecting at Mohave with 
the Atlantic and Pacific and arriving at 
Oakland at 4 p. M. 
The five-year-old boy of Charles Stearns, 
of Oakland, a driver on the Telegrapb- 
avenue line of street cars, tried to separate 
two dogs which were fighting at his father’s 
residence in Temescal yesterday, when one 
of them turned on him and bit him dan­ 
gerously on the hand and wrist. The dog’s 
teeth went clear through the center of the 
little fellow’s band. 
Superintendent McCord says that during 
the strike 38 cars of the Su’tter-street rail­ 
road have been more or less damaged. The 
total loss in injury to the property is not 
less than $15,000. From the falling off’ of 
travel, resulting from the strike and dyna­ 
mite explosions, the road lost from $45,000 
to $50,000, making the total losses to date, 
since the strike began, from $00,000 to 
$70,000. 
• 
The Supreme Court has reversed the 
jndgment and order in the case of John 
Heinlen vs. August Heilbron, on technical 
grounds. The action was brought to re­ 
cover damages for the diversion of waters 
from Cole Slough, or King’s river, find for 
a perpetual injunction restraining the de­ 
fendants from diverting the waters thereof. 
The judgment of the Court below was in 
favor of the plaintiff. 
A special meeting of the Executive Com­ 
mittee of the Irish American Republicans 
was held Tuesday evening. The main ob­ 
ject of the meeting was to perfect arrange­ 
ments for the coming Presidential cam­ 
paign. A resolution was drawn up calling 
upon all good Republicans to stand for 
Blaine and Stanford. Correspondence has 
been opened with Irish-American clubs 
throughout tlie State and with the Irish- 
American National Committee. 
Jas. B. Hume, chief detective for Wells, 
Fargo A Co., has made his annual reftbrt, 
which shows the company’s stages were 
robbed fifteen times, and their offices burg­ 
lariously entered eight times. The nine 
robberies in this State only resulted in a 
loss of about $1,500, and all this was re­ 
coved save $235. Tbe other six stages only 
yielded up $1,100. Tbe burglars realized 
only $319 31 by their levy on-Wells, Fargo 
A Co. Two of them occurred in Alameda 
county, and one each in Los Angeles, So­ 
noma, Yuba, Santa Crnz and Solano coun­ 
ties.

The figures show a remarkable increi se 
in the amount of water used in Sacramento, 
and, according to the saloon men, whose 
complaint of dull times has been almost 
continuous, there must have been a falling 
off in the consumption of beer and other 
beverages. Whether the latter statement 
is ji fffct, and, if it is, whether it is attribu­ 
table to the growth of straight-up temper­ 
ance sentiment, or to a desire to show ap­ 
preciation ot the fact that the water of the 
Sacramento river was clearer and more in­ 
viting in appearance last year that! it had 
been for quarter oí a century before, is a 
matter to be considered at leisure. All the 
same, the daily reports of the Chief 
Engineer of the Water Works show that 
in 1880 1.147.S95.000 gallons of water were 
pumped, while in 1885 the amount wa9 
1,090,815,250 gallons. 
Of course this 
shows only an increase of 57,079,750 
gallons in 18.86 over the previous year, but 
the amount was far greater for this reason. 
In 1885 tbe pumps were badly worn, and 
tlie slippage was very greut; but in* 1886 
they were in first-class order, having been 
newly bushed and otherwise repaired, and 
every stroke counted for the full number 
of gallons the capacity of the pump called 
lor, while in HS5 ' was estimated that the 
slippage amounted to ten per cent. The 
greatest quantity of water ever pumped in 
one monili in Sacramento was during lust 
August, when It amounted to 165,048,500 
gallons, or about 5,324,145 gallons per day. 
The greatest quantity in any one month in 
1885 was in August, and amountedjto 133,­ 
533,250 gallons. .

Sax F rancisco. January 19th.—The sec­ 
ond annua! m eeting of the California 
F ru it Union opened in Irving H all this 
afternoon, President A. T. H atch presid­ 
ing. About 100 of tlie leading fruit-growers 
of the State were present. Tlie President, 
in opening, spoke of the good results from 
the organization of the F ru it Union, and 
predicted great success to follow a harm o­ 
nious conclusion of the present meeting. 
Secretary Fairbanks read the annual re­ 
ports of the officers, giving the operations 
of the Union during the year. The cause 
of an unprofitable season to growers and 
shippers was attributed to competition of 
fruit against itself, from w ant of union of 
action between the growers, and the two 
fruit associations in the field opposing each 
other, with two large trains of fifteen cars 
each at a time, etc. The Union collected 
$$,217 from its members for the support of 
the organization, and paid it out, and now 
owes $1,722 above the receipts. 
There has been quite a heavy shrinkage 
in mem bership, and the same, previously 
distributed throughout twenty-five coun­ 
ties, is now lim ited to eighteen. There 
were about 600,000 pounds of fruit shipped 
by the Union the past season, for which 
$355,400 was received. Of this $213,000 was 
paid for freight, leaving the net receipts 
$142,400, or 21 cents per pound. 
The report urged the necessity of a 
greater reduction of freight to m ake fruit­ 
growing profitable, aud with such reduc­ 
tion the F ruit Union would be successful 
in its operations. 
Mr. W einstock of Sacramento made a 
report for the committee appointed by the 
State Fruit Growers’ Convention to secure 
lower transportation rates. The result of 
the efforts made had tended strongly to 
success. 
[Greeted w ith applause.] A com­ 
mittee was appointed consisting of Drury 
Melone. W illiam Johnston, H. W einstock, 
H . N .I ’latt, J. H. Flickinger, L. W. Buck, 
W illiam Barton, A. T. H atch, A. Block 
and 1’. E. Platt, also A. Abbott of the Rail­ 
road Commission, 11. L. Dodge, President 
of the San Francisco Chamber of Com­ 
merce. and W. 1- Merry, Chairman of the 
San Francisco Board of Trade, to call upon 
General Manager Towne, of the Southern 
Pacific Company, and endeavor to secure 
his fixing of the rate at $300 per car for ten 
car trains, to Chicago, on passenger train 
time, and $400 to New York. 
The Convention then took up the pro­ 
p sed am endm ents to by-laws of the Unit n, 
reading the whole seriatim. The changes 
proposed consist of modifications to adm it 
fruit shippers to membership, and change 
the mode of sales from "o n com m ission” 
to sales by auction. Tlie changes are rad­ 
ical, and while all the discussion was in 
line of good-fellowship, and of recognizing 
the desirability of a general agreement and 
a union of action, it is quite evident that it 
will not be easy to .find a common ground 
upon which ail will think they can easily 
stand. 
No votes were taken, and at 5 p. m. 
the Convention adjourned u n til!) a. m. to­ 
m orrow.
